so that the coming generation will have 
pine lumber to build their homes. 

While there should be more people har- 
vesting pine cones and many more farmers 
planting seedlings each year, this is a good 
start towards a prosperous future. For ex- 
ample, land owners in Coffee County have 
signed up for more than 2 million pine seed- 
lings to be planted in December and Janu- 
ary. The reader can figure up what this 
means to the future of the area by being 
reminded that each healthy pine tree in- 
creases in Value about 5c per year. Think 
of the additional income the county could 
have if 5 million pine seedlings were plant- 
ed in the county each year for ten years.
